Probably no library in the world could house the volume of 
material that is written about this great holiday in a single 
season 

Because so much has been written — and will again be 
written this holiday season — we must consider it remarkable 
that the story of the Nativity has continued a simple and unaf- 
fected narrative — "For God so loved the world, He gave His 
only begotten Son.” 

Traditions and customs are subject to the changing times. 
Yet, amid the laughter and festivities, whatever carols are 
sung, however gifts are exchanged, there remains forever unaf- 
fected the simple story of the birth al Bethlehem. This is the 
story of Christmas — an event which took place nearly 2,000 
years ago — the birth of a Redeemer and the promise of 
eternal salvation. 

Through centuries of translation, of telling and re telling, 
the meaning of Christmas remains simple and universal. 
Christmas is the birthright of every man. 
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Practically everyone knows 
that jolly old St. Nick was a 
real-life bishop in anciént Tur 
key, the original Santa Claus 
who liked to distribute anony- 
mous gifts. Yet, itis not so well 
recorded that he was also the 
patron saint of pickpockets, 
robbers, and pirates. 

This oddity came about 
when St. Nicholas intervened 
to persuade a robber band to 
return stolen treasure, Pirates 
looked to St. Nick for accurate 
tips on the weather, even flew 
his supposed likeness on flags 
of their ships. In later years, 
swindlers in France were popu 
larly referred toas the "Knights 
of St. Nicholas.” 

St. Nicholas was apparently 
very wealthy and exceedingly 
generous. The best-known gift 


giving tale concerning this first 
Santa Claus — bags of Yold 
secretly’ thrown into a house to 
provide three luckless daugh 
ters with dowries — is today 
symbolized ‘by the sign of the 
pawnbroker — three gold balls, 


The good bishop supposed 
ly possessed miraculous pow 
ers. While on a voyage to the 
Holy Land, he calmed the wa 
ters of the sea to save a drown 
ing sailor, 

Sailors and pirates adopted 
him as their patron saint. Pi 
rates even stole some of his 
relics from a Turkish church 
and took them to Bari, Italy, 
where a church was build for 
him in 1087. 

Born in southern Turkey, of 
wealthy Greek parents, Nicho 
las joined the church and be 
came bishop of Myra. It is said 
that he went ona pilgrimage 
to Jerusalem and was there im 
prisoned by Emperor Diocle 
tian for his faith, Later released 
by the Christian Emperor Con 
stantine, he returned to Myra, 
where he died on December 6, 
342.

Cards Came 
Late in Yule 
Traditions 


You see, 


Many of today’s Christmas 
traditions began somewhere 
in the dim past, but the prac- 
tice of exchanging. greeting 
cards is just a little over a cen- 
tury old. 

In 1848 William Maw Egley, 
a “starving” young English 
artist, came up with the idea 
of designing a Christmas card 
and reproducing it on pieces 
of pasteboard for the public to 
buy. 

Egley’s card showed a fam- 
ily Christmas dinner, formal 
dance, skating, carolers, alms- 
giving, a Punch and Judy show 
and other aspects of a cele- 
bration resembling the one in 
Charles Dickens’ “The Christ- 
mas Carol,” published a few 
years previously. Unfortunate- 
ly, Egley’s friends were not en- 
thusiastic about his idea. 

New Yeuar’s Apology 

The “daddy” of all holiday 
cards was designed and etch- 
ed in 1812 by J. A, Boerner, 
a young Londoner, who wanted 
to apologize to friends for his 
failure to pay a New Year's 
Day visit, Mr. Boerner’s card 
made it clear he was tied to his 
home by depicting him with 
his coat caught in the locked 
doorway of his house, 

In 1843, Sir Henry Cole, a 
busy English “missionary” of 
culture, hit upon the idea of 
sending out little missives at 
Christmas, John Calcott Hors- 
ley of th2 Royal Academy, fa- 
mous for his campaign against 
nude art, designed the cards 
and Sir Henry sent out 1000 to 
friends, 

It wasn't until the early 
1860's that cards were issued 
for general distribution by a 
large English publishing com- 


pany. 
Christmas greetings were 
introduced into the United 


States by the Marcus Card 
company of London, They be- 
came popular immediately, 
and in 1874 Louis Prang, a 
German immigrant, started a 
Christmas card business at 
Roxbury, Mass. 

Custom Lost Fashion 

At the turn of the century, 
he ceased publishing rather 
than compete with imports 
flooding the market, For the 
next decade or so the custom 
of exchanging cards fell out 
of fashion. 

Only after World War One 
did American manufacturers 
begin to achieve success in the 
card business, Then inexpen- 
sive printing and lithograph- 
ing processes brought Christ- 
mas cards within everyone's 
reach.

Currier and Ives went 
out of business more than 
50 years ago, but you’d nev- 
er know it. Just as surely 
as Christmas falls on De- 
cember 25, their unique 
craftsmanship turns up 
every year on millions of 
‘*Season’s Greetings”’ 
cards, 

Nathaniel Currier and 
James Merritt Ives were 
in the business of making; 
pictures - simple, homey, 
unpretentious pictures for 
the people of their day, 
They printed thousands of 
them depicting the life and

While buildings still 
smoldered, Currier turned 
out thousands of litho- 
graphs entitled ‘“‘Ruins of 
the Merchants’ Exchange.” 
They were snapped up 
quickly at street corners 
by eager buyers (photo-

prints were for general 
sale, Currier and Ives al- 
so made many to illustrate 
newspaper stories or for 
use as political cartoons, 
They have been called this 
country’s first pictorial 
reporters, 

Lithography actually 
wasn’t an unknown art at 
the time, but Currier and 
Ives are believed to have 
employed some _ secret 
techniques, including a 
specially prepared ink, 
Some prints were litho- 
graphed in several colors 
but most were done in black 
on white and hand-colored 
later, 

Production began with 
an artist’s sketch copied 
with a special prease cra- 
yon onto a finely-ground 
slab of soft Bavarian slate. 
The stone was dipped in 
an acid bath which cut into 
the uncrayoned parts, leav- 
ing a raised surface to be 
printed, Prints from the 
etched stone then were pro- 
duced on a_ hand press. 

To complete the job, 
a 12-girl production line 
hand-painted the prints. On 
busy days, prints were sent 
out tofree-lancer whowere 
paid a penny to color the 
smaller ones, a dollar a 
dozen for the larger sizes. 

In 72 years of operation 
the firm produced more 
than 7,900 different 
scenes - and a large but 
unknown number of each,

Create New 


U.S. Industry 


A new industry was born 
when the first regularly pub- 
lished American Christmas 
cards were introduced in 1875 
by Louis Prang, the grand- 
father of all American greet- 
ing cards, 

Thirty-two years earlier, 
John Caleott Horsley, R. A., 
painter and illustrator de- 
signed the first known Christ 
mas cards for his friend Sir 
Henry Cole, the inaugurator 
and first director of the Vic- 
toria and Albert Museum in 
London, England. 

While no authenticated 
“first” American Christmas 
card has been discovered, some 
historians believe that R. H. 
Peace, a lithographer of 
Albany, New York may have 
pioneered the first American 
Yuletide greeting which he 
lithographed about 1845. The 
card included a “commercial” 
by extending a ‘Merry Christ- 
mas and a Happy New Year” 
from ‘Peace’s Great Variety 
Store—in The Temple of 
Fancy.”

Prang, a skilled printer from 
Germany, arrived in Boston in 
1850 and opened a small litho- 
graphing shop where he spe- 
cialized in delicately-tinted 
flower prints. 

By 1870, he was well estab: 
lished in Roxbury, Mass., 
where his reproductions of oil 
paintings were so finely exe- 
cuted that he enjoyed a sizable 
business in England in com- 
petition with leading pub- 
lishers there. 

A woman employee in his 
London office suggested that 
he print ‘Merry Christmas” 
on some of his floral prints. By 
1874, he had developed a good 
British Christmas card trade, 
and hence felt encouraged to 
offer his cards to the Ameri- 
can public in 1875.

Why it Began 


The “why” of using stained 
glass windows in churches 
and secular buildings, too 
is simple and logical, Like all 
windows, they're intended to 
admit light and keep out 
wind and weather 

Colored glass helps in con- 
wolling both the amount and 
the quality of light admitted 
to buildings, And the com- 
bination of light and color 
forms patterns appealing and 
restful to the eye. 

Traditionally, stained glass 
windows complement the ar- 
chitectural design of the 
building where they appear 


How It Began 

The “how” of creating 
stained glass windows is com- 
plicated in some respects 
as dificult and time-consum- 
ing as it was in the Middle 


Ages, although modern 
methods and equipment do 
give today's stained glass 
artist certain advantages 

The rainbow-like effect of 
the windows comes from 
pieces of glass sometimes, 
hundreds of pieces fitted 
together and held together 
With strips of lead 


Today's artists don't have 
to make their own glass, 
leads and pigments. That’s 
one advantage they enjoy

But they du have to plan 
and work painstakingly, from

What it Shows 


The art of stained glass 
windows reflects nearly every 
artistic style and movement 
of the past several centuries, 
including Romanesque, By- 
zantine, Gothic, Renaissance, 
Romantic and modern. 

Until the late Gothic peri- 
od, artists believed that a 
stained glass window should 
be decorative rather than 
pictorial, With the Renais- 
sance came a trend toward

How It Continues 

A relatively small band of 
artists keeps the art of the 
stained glass window alive. 

In a discussion of stained

Among them are revival-

Famous Writers Find New Ways to Say, 


‘A Ryghte Merrie Chrystmasse Toe You’ 


Great writers of every age 
since medieval times have 
made contributions to the 
various expressions and 
phrases that are associated 
with Christmas. 

Such expressions as, “A 
Ryghte Merrie Chrystmasse 
Toe You,” have now become 
archaic and the spelling 
quaint, But the continued 
exchange of Christmas cards 
over the years has been a 
strong influence in preseryv- 
ing the traditional words, or 
greetings, associated with the 
season, 

From the very beginning 
of greeting cards, prime im- 
portance was placed on the 
message itself. In fact, some 
of the earliest cards were 
simply greetings with sprigs 
or borders of holly on an oth- 


erwise plain card, 


But then, as early as the 
1880's in England and also 
in America, verses appropri- 
ate to the season and com- 
posed by famous authors, 
were proving popular on 
Christmas cards, 

One such poem by Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow — 
with a portrait of the emi- 
nent gentleman — appears 
on one of the antiques in the 
Hallmark Historical Collec- 
tion, a treasury of more than 
50,000 greetings which pro- 
vides a variety of the ex- 
pressions of good cheer and 
Christmas wishes by famous 
writers over the years. 

The age old message of the 
season is to be found in to- 
day’s Christmas cards, ex- 
pressed in poetry and prose 
by such outstanding literary 
figures of the past and pres- 
ent as William Shakespeare, 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge, 
Sara Teasdale and, more re- 
cently, T. S. Eliot, Archibald 
MacLeish, William Carlos 
Williams and the late Rus- 
sian writer, Boris Pasternak. 

Pasternak’s “The Christ- 
mas Pine Tree” has been ex- 
cerpted for a greeting card 
which reads in part:

Santa Claus 
Has Origins 
In America 


Hear them? They're sleigh- 
bells — and we all know what 
that means! Santa’s here, 
and with him arrives one of 
the oldest, happiest, and 
best loved traditions of the 
Christmas season. 

Today, of course, it just 
wouldn't be Christmas with- 
out Santa Claus, but it is 
interesting to ponder just 
where the jolly old gent got 
his start, and it might be sur- 
prising to learn that it was- 
n't really the North Pole. 

The name Santa Claus, it- 
self, is an American deriva- 
tion of the name St. Nicho- 
las, an early fourth century 
bishop in Asia Minor, accord- 
ing to the editors of the En- 
cyclopedia International. 

Santa was first brought to 
this country by the early 
Dutch settlers, who called 
him Sinterklaas. These Dutch 


burghers portrayed him as a ¥ 


merry old man, sometimes 
even with a wife they called 
Molly Grietje. 


Feast of Stephen... 


“Good King Wenceslas 
looked out on the feast of 
Stephen.” 

This familiar carol com- 


memorates two famous men. 
One is King Wenceslas, who 
ruled in Bohemia in the 10th 
century A.D, He was noted for 
his generosity to the poor, and 
practiced this generosity on 
Christmas and on St. Ste- 
phen’s Day, December 26, 

St. Stephen was the first 
Christian martyr, noted in 
legend as a follower of Christ 
who, at the time of the Nativ- 
ity, had been in the service of 
King Herod. When he was per- 
mitted to see the Star, he left 
Herod to serve the Child. 

Today the “feast of Stephen” 
is remembered primarily be- 
cause of the carol, “Good King 
Wenceslas.” His day is now 
more commonly observed, es- 
pecially in England and Can- 
ada, .as Boxing Day, when 
presents are given to servants 
and others who have rendered 
services throughout the year. 


PREDODEOSD 


Santa also looked a little 
different then, and he wore 
a wide-brimmed black hat, 
short Dutch breeches, and 
smoked a long clay pipe. 

Later, the British brought 
their own Father Christmas 
to America — a happy, roly- 
poly FalstoMan figure, 

Inevitably, Sinterklaas and 
Father Christmas became 
one, Add to this the Norwe- 
gian’s Kriss Kringle, with his 
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sleigh and reindeer, and the 
picture is nearly complete. 

It was finally the task of 
American artists and writers 
to create an image of Santa 
Claus such as we know today. 


Washington Irving, among 
others, contributed to the 


concept of Santa as a jolly 
holiday figure, while Clement, 
Moore, in his famous “Visit 
from St, Nicholas” (“'T'was 
the Night Before Christ- 


he 
mas”), added to the concept, 
However, the notion of 
Santa Claus which really 
captured the imagination of 
young and old alike was 
drawn by the American car- 
toonist Thomas Nast in 1863. 
Yes, that’s Santa all right, 
with his fur-trimmed suit, 
shiny black boots and long 
white beard, Just the way

Farming Entering 
New Era In 1971 


“farmers are entering 
a new era withthe program 
announced today for 1971, 
crop wheat, feed grain and 
cotton,’’ according to Se- 
cretary of Agriculture 
Clifford M, Hardin, 

“The Agricultural Act 
of 1970 provides the way 
to break with the past by 
enabling farmers to employ 
their land and capital re- 
sources in planting the 


duce, At the same time, 
the act continues the pro- 
tection of farm income 
through payment and loans, 

A major departure from 
current programs frees 
from rigid planting res- 
trictions applied to each 
crop on the basis of pro- 
duction patterns reaching 
back several years. The 
1971 program gives far- 
mers a much wider choice 
in using their acreage with- 
out losing program bene- 
fits, 

While loans will continue 
to protect against depress~ 
ed prices, the new provi- 
sions place greater empha- 


guide for producers’ plant~ 
ing decisions. The acre- 
age provisions announced 
today are designed pri- 
marily to keep the over~ 
all excess of produc- 
tive capacity in check to 
prevent a return of sur- 
pluses, 

Corn of the feed grain 
offers a difficult decision 
for farmers in 1971. How- 
ever, each individual can 
better relate his particu- 
lar operation to the market 
than can the government, 
Under the new program, a 
brooder use of acreage for 
corn or other crops is now 
possible without a farmer 
being forced out of the pro~ 
gram. Wheat and grain 
sorghum producers have 
a similar choice, 

With tight cotton acreage 
and marketing controls re- 
moved, the way is now clear 
for producers who can 
raise this crop competi- 
tively to expand if they 
wish, Previously, marke- 
ting quota penalties for oy- 
er-planting made this im~ 
possible, 

Hopefully, the act will 
encourage shifts in crop 
acreage from farm tofarm 
that will make each amore 
successor financial opera~ 
tion.

Draft Registrants 


Alabama Director Hugh 
J, Caldwell, Jr., disclosed 
today that deferred draft 
registrants have until De- 
cember 31, 1970, fur chan- 
ging their status te Class 
I-A, if they feel that it 
would be advantageous, 

The announcement from 
National Selective Service 
Headquarters supersedes a 
previous order which had 
required the notification of 
a change prior to the De~ 
cember meeting of the re- 
gistrant’s local board, 

Caldwell explained that 
the rule was changed be- 
cause boards were sche- 
duling their meeting at var- 
ious times during Decem~ 
ber, The aim is to giveall 
registrants an equal am- 
ount of time to apply for a 
change of status, The re- 
quests must either reach 
local boards by December 
31, 1970, or be postmarked 
by the end of that day.
